A thorough study and reap- 
pomee of the St. Louis County 

aster Plan is of paramount im- 
portance for 1955, Matthews 
said. Theré have been many 
changes since the first phases of 
the master plan and zoning 
ordinanc® were prepared in the 
early 1940s, he pointed out. 

There are thousands of acres 
still unincorporated which re- 
quire the protection of zoning 
which is soundly related to de- 
sirable future growth, Matthews 
said. < 

“Detailed studies of land use, 
probable future needs and of 


the adaptability of the area to 


different types of land uses must 
be conducted in the unincorpor- 
ated sections and completely re- 


vised zoning regulations and dis- | ; 


trict maps must be prepared | 
and adopted for this area,” | 
Matthews said. 


Complete revision of the coun- 
ty’s highway plan is a must, 
he stated, adding that this 


should be followed by a substan-| f 


tial bond issue to finance some 
of the more essential projects. 
Whether the funds necessary 
for the reappraisals can be ob- 
tained from general income or 
from bond issues must be deter- 
mined in the immediate future, 
Matthews emphasized. 


Since all aspects of the re-| 
study cannot be completed with- 
in a year, it is essential that the 
most needed items, including 
base maps, population studies, 
revised zoning regulations and 
the revised highway plan, be 
initiated early this year, he said. 

On regulation of nursing homes, 
Matthews said he believed there 
should be state legislation to 


improve the program. It is not | 


possible, he said, for the Coun- 
ty Council to regulate nursing 
homes in municipalities. If the 
state does not act, he added, the 
county will make every effort to 
deal with the problem on a 
county-wide basis. 


Suggested Amendments. 


The fact that the county is 
still dependent to too great an 
extent on the Legislature to ad- 
minister its affairs suggests the 
advisability of giving thought to 
amendment of the State Con- 
stitution in certain areas, Matt- 
hews said. 

He suggested possibility of 
amendments which would per- 
mit the county to administer the 
unincorporated .area intact as a 
municipal entity; exercise the 
power of inspection, regulation 
and licensing of businesses and 
enact ordinances to preserve 
the peace in that territory, and 
extend the effect of county ordi- 
nances to those municipalities 
which have no health, building, 
traffic and zoning regulations. 


In the field of welfare and 
public health, Matthews said 
there is need for an institution 
for the treatment of severely 
disturbed children. He pointed 
out there is no public facility 
in the county for the treatment 


of mental illness in children |}. ; 


and that private facilities are 
almost entirely lacking. 
_. He said such an institution 
probably would result in pre- 
venting many children from be- 
coming juvenile delinquents. 
Slum Study Requested. 
Matthews announced that he is 
asking the county director of 
public works and planning di- 
rector to make a study and re- 


port on the spread of slums in / 


the county and submit recom- 
mendations for a solution to 
this problem. 

There are a number of areas 
which are: either blighted or 
becoming blighted, the super- 
visor warned. All available 
measures, including federal fi- | 
nancial assistance, should be 
considered to avoid and remove 
slums or blighted areas and 
prevent spread of blight, he said. 

A study on advantages of pub- 
lic ownership of the watér sys- 
tem also should be made this 
year, Matthews said. He credited 
the St. Louis County Water Co., 
a private system, with doing “a 
very excellent job of keeping 
pace with the needs and growth 
of the county,” but pointed out 
in the last few years there have 
been times when there was a 
water shortage in many sections.

It is expected that similar ef- 
forts will be made in the new 
Congress to overturn the court’s 
ruling on natural gas regula- 
tion. Purpose of the current 
campaign to “inform” the public 
of the Supreme Court's “new 
interpretation” of the natural 
gas act of 1938, as the advance 
handouts express it, actually ap- 
pears designed as a softening-up 
process for congressional action. 

Vetoed By Truman. 

Legislation to exempt the in- 
dependent producers of natural 
gas from FPC regulation was 
sponsored originally by Senator 
Robert Kerr (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
who is himself a gas and oil 
producer. It was passed after 
much controversy by extremely 
narrow majorities but vetoed by 
President Truman. Subsequently 
the issue was made a court ore 
Pe and ultimately brought be- 
fore the Supreme Court. The 
court decision that the FPC 
does have such regulatory power 
came as a severe and surprising 
blow to the gas-oil industry, but 
was hailed as a great victory 
by consumer groups and organ- 
ized labor—a victory which, it 
was said, would save gas con- 
sumers millions of dollars in 
rates. 

The nation has been mapped 
into 15 regional districts, with 
local oil men appointed to carry 
on the intensive “information 
program” as members of the 
newly-formed Natural Gas and 
Ofl Resources Committee. Mem- 
bership of the committee con- 
sists entirely of officers and 
other’ executives of oil and nat- 
ural gas companies. National

A year ago it was the un- 
pleasant duty of those who an- 
assess the past and ap- 
praise the future to report a 
continuing downturn in business 
activity. In carefully qualified 
phrases, most observers pre- 
dicted a gradual decline through 
the first two or three quarters 
of 1954, the decline to be fol- 
lowed by a gentle upturn at the 
end of the year. Unlike the 
usual Jan. 1 prognostications, 
these predictions ‘proved to be 
remarkably accurate. 

Through the first three quar- 
ters of 1954 the recession in 
general business activity contin- 
ued. As is well known, a drop 
in activity from its peak in the 
second quarter of 1953 largely 
reflected a sharp reduction in 
Federal outlays for national se- 
curity and a marked, though not 
precipitate, liquidation of busi- 
ness inventories. Signs of im- 
provement appeared in the’ 
fourth-quarter of 1954, and the 
decline in activity for 
as a whole was moderate.

* It’s like a mask coming over the 


whole face.” . 

But the case of the milk boy 
is a constant reminder that the 
mask does not always fall, The 
Feys are certain that the fierce 
devotion of older natives such 
as Thuku has been a major fac- 
tor in keeping away terrorists. 

The Mau Mau generally are 
not armed well énough to face 
weapons such as the rapid fire 
rifle. To be successful, they 
must attack in great force or by 
great stealth. 

Where will the tragic war- 
fare end? Venn Fey, a slender, 
steel-taunt man with sunken 
blue eyes, says he doesn't know. 
At present, he leads groups of 
the militia on long missions into 
the forests, tracking 
over great distances so the gov- 
ernment can retaliate effectively 
against the Mau Mau forays.

BEWARE of Appendicitis 
... It’s Still a Killer 


by WILLIAM KITAY 


ONE SEEMS to worry about appendicitis any 
more, because one of medicine's outstanding 
achievements of the past 50 years has been 
the control of this disease. 

Yet, each year, some 5,000 persons in the United 
States—mostly children and young adults—die from 


the complications of acute appendicitis. This past 


year appendicitis caused more deaths than did acute 
polio, rheumatic fever, acute nephritis, meningitis, 
complications of pregnancy and childbirth and all 
the communicable diseases of childhood. 

Physicians are agreed that almost all of these 
deaths from appendicitis are unnecessary. What, then, 
is responsible for them? Here's what: 

First, the attitude of the individual. He's. become

antibiotics to postpone surgery, especially emergencies .
